The Council feel that during the 
third year of their work they came to grips with the 
major problems of art and industry, and in the 
current year they will keep under close review the 
movements that have been and are being initiated.

THIRD GENERAL REPORT ON THE WORK OF THE COUNCIL 


fo the Rt. Hon. Walter Runciman, M.P., 
President of the Board of Trade. 


We have the honour to furnish for your information 
the following Report regarding the work on which we 
have been engaged since our last General Report of 
31 March 1936.* 


1. CHANGES IN MEMBERSHIP

THE CONSUMER 
THE EDUCATION OF THE CONSUMER ’’* 


The first print of five thousand copies of this Report 
is nearly exhausted, and we understand that the 
question of a second print will shortly come up for 
consideration. We welcome the indication provided 
by continuance of a steady sale of the Report that 
knowledge of our recommendations is spreading. 


4. Exuipition ‘‘ Design 1n Epvucation ”’ 
Following certain recommendations in the Report 
mentioned in the previous paragraph, an Exhibition 
of material for use in elementary schools, to which we 
referred in our last Report, was organised by a Com- 
mittee of the Council in co-operation with the London 
County Council and the Board of Education. It was 
held at the County Hall, Westminster, in January of 
this year, having been postponed from July 1936 
owing to unforeseen delays in the collection of 
material. The Exhibition comprised fourteen sections 
displaying material for a wide range of subjects, in- 


cluding arts and crafts, domestic crafts, history, 
geography, mathematics, literature and natural 
science. In the collection of much of the material 


the Council relied entirely upon the willing assistance 
of many outside authorities and private persons, for 
whose help they are much indebted. During the 
eleven days for which it was open, the Exhibition was 
visited by 10,600 people, of whom a high proportion 
were believed to be the elementary school teachers for 
whom the Exhibition was particularly designed. The 
organising bodies were well satisfied with this result, 
and we understand that the Board of Education are 
considering whether exhibitions of a similar character 
might not be organised from time to time in important 
provincial centres for the benefit of those interested in 


‘ education who were unable to visit the Exhibition in 


London. 
5. Scorrisn ExuiBiTions 


Our Scottish Committee have organised a series of 
School Craft Exhibitions with success in six centres 
in Seotland. These Exhibitions were made up from 
work lent by the schools and were attended by some 
80,000 people, including many thousands of school 
children. Attention has also been given to the ques- 
tion of the materials used in craft work in schools, 
and a small Committee is at present considering the 
form which the next series of School Craft Exhibitions 
is to take. Further, the Scottish Committee have co- 
operated with the Royal Scottish Museum in an 
Exhibition of Scottish Everyday Art and have, in 
addition, organised two Exhibitions of industrial art 
in warehouses—one in Edinburgh and the other in 
Glasgow.

TRAINING OF INDUSTRIAL 


6. Report on ‘‘ DESIGN AND THE DESIGNER IN 
InpustTRY ”’ 


During the past year it has been possible to conclude 
the evidence on the training of designers and to 
prepare a series of Reports on this and related subjects 
for particular industries and over the field of industry 
generally. The General Report was submitted to you 
in December 1936, and has been published under the 
title ‘‘ Design and the Designer in Industry.’’! 
Annexed to it was a separate Report on the Cotton

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and Rayon Industries submitted by a Committee set 
up by the Council in Manchester under the chairman- 
ship of Mr. Lennox B. Lee. The purpose of the 
General Report was to bring home to British manu- 
facturers and local Education Authorities the import- 
ance of artistic design and the need for further pro- 
vision for industrial art in this country. Various 
recommendations were made—certain of them relating 
to measures that are already taken in industrial centres 
abroad—concerning the supply of designers, the 
prospects and working conditions of designers, and the 
training in design provided by the art schools. 


7. Report on ‘*‘ DESIGN IN THE JEWELLERY, 
SILVERSMITHING AND ALLIED TRADES ”’ 


In December 1936 we submitted to you a Report 
entitled ‘‘ Design in the Jewellery, Silversmithing and 
Allied Trades,’’ which was subsequently published.* 
This Report dealt with the application of the general 
principles outlined in the Report mentioned in the 
previous paragraph to the particular group of trades 
given in the title. It contained recommendations 
regarding the recruitment and training of designers, 
the training of those engaged in distribution and 
certain other general questions, such as Exhibitions, 
the makers’ mark and the registration of designs. 


8. Report on ‘‘ DESIGNERS FOR THE POTTERY 
InpustTryY ”’ 


We have also received and are submitting to you 
a Report from a Committee which we set up in Stoke- 
on-Trent on the training of designers for the pottery 
industry. 


9. Reports BY THE ScorTisH COMMITTEE 


The Scottish Committee have submitted Reports on 
the training of designers and related matters in the 
following industries in Scotland :— 


The Woollen Industry. 
The Printing Industry. 


The former Report has been published,+ and the 
latter will also be published during the course of the 
next week or so. In addition, Reports have been sub- 
mitted regarding design in the engineering industry 
and on the co-ordination of training at technical 
colleges and schools of art. Steps are being taken in 
co-operation with the various trade organisations for 
each of the industries concerned to bring the recom- 
mendations made by the Committee into operation.

10. Nationa, Recister or InpustriaL ART

In our last Report we mentioned that our policy 
aimed at encouraging manufacturers to improve the

Our proposals under the first heading (for the estab- 
lishment of a National Register of Industrial Art 
Designers) are now being realised. In December 1936 
an Association bearing this title was registered as a 
Company limited by guarantee under Section 18 of the 
Companies Act, 1929, and the organisation is now 
taking form under the control of a board of governors, 
of which one of our members, Mr. Charles Tennyson, 
C.M.G., is Chairman.

11. Paris INTERNATIONAL ExursiTion, 1937 


At the invitation of His Majesty’s Government, we 
have undertaken the responsibility for the’ selection 
and display of the exhibits to be shown in the United 
Kingdom Pavilion, which has been designed by one 
of our members, Mr. Oliver Hill. After careful con- 
sideration, we decided to endeavour to represent in 
this display those elements of the current civilisation 
of Western Europe which have been contributed 
mainly by the industries of the United Kingdom that 
are concerned with industrial art. A Committee was 
set up under the chairmanship of Mr. E, R. Eddison, 
a Deputy Comptroller-General of the Department of 
Overseas Trade, to deal generally with the matter, and 
a number of Selection Committees were appointed 
whose main task was to survey the industries con- 
cerned, and to report as to the best material available 
for the following exhibition sections :— 


Books, Printing, and Illustration. 

Dress. 

Textiles. 

Leather and Sports Goods. 

Glass and Pottery, 

Silver. 

Plastics. 

Furniture. 

Agricultural Exhibits and Country Industries. 


In making their selection each Committee has en- 
deavoured to choose articles having some relation to 
other objects in the particular group, the underlying 
purpose being to co-ordinate the exhibits in such 4 
manner as to show variety, purpose and development 
and also to secure a close relation between the different 
sections in accordance with the general scheme of 
display laid down by the Council. Trial displays of the 
different sections have been held in the Old Imperial 
War Museum at South Kensington, the object being 
to enable the Committees to form an impression of the 
display as it will actually appear in the Pavilion in 
Paris, and the majority of the exhibits are now ready 
for packing and subsequent transport to Paris. The 
United Kingdom Pavilion will contain two floors; 8 
principal floor on the level of the Quai d’Orsay and 4 
lower floor on the quay level bordering on the Seine. 
The various sections mentioned above will be accom- 
modated on these floors, which will be connected by 
a ramp (an inclined way) round which rooms typical

of a week-end house will be shown including a kitchen, 
living-room, bedroom and nursery. Attached «to the 
Pavilion will be a restaurant in which typical English 
dishes will be served. Various artists of note are 
co-operating with a view to providing the internal and 
external decorations, both of the Pavilion itself and of 
the restaurant. Our object throughout has been to 
stage in the somewhat limited space available an 
exhibit of outstanding merit, which, with pictorial 
groups representing scenes typical of various phases 
of life in the British Isles will present a true con- 
spectus of British life and civilisation. 

12. Report on ‘‘ Toe Worxinc Cuiass Home: its 

FURNISHING AND EQuiIpMENT ”’ 


We are submitting to you a Report entitled ‘‘ The 
Working Class Home: its Furnishing and Equipment,”’ 
and if the Report is approved, we hope that it will be 
possible for H.M. Stationery Office to publish it 
towards the end of May. The design of working class 
furniture and equipment is, we believe, a matter of 
considerable industrial and social importance. This 
class of manufacture has been neglected in Exhibitions 
of industrial art, and we hope that the Report and an 
Exhibition we expect to stage at the Building Centre 
in Bond Street during the month of June 1937 will 
serve to focus attention on the special problems that 
arise. These problems are in the main economic. 
There is an abundance of well-designed furniture in 
the higher ranges of price, but difficulties are en- 
countered at the lower level. It is useless to consider 
the problems as they affect the majority of working 
class homes unless strict limits of price are observed, 
and the limits adopted in the Report are as follows :— 

(a) About £50 for a reasonably satisfactory 
minimum standard; 
(b) about £66, to include additions that are 
desirable for a fair and acceptable standard; 
(c) about £100, to include the additions and 
alterations which would be desired by the 
more prosperous of the working class homes. 
We would add that our Scottish Committee are 
arranging in the near future for an Exhibition of Work- 
ing Class Furniture in Edinburgh. 


13. MiscELLANEOUS ACTIVITIES 


Among the miscellaneous questions with which we 
have been concerned or are now concerned are the 
following : — 

(i) An enquiry into the organisation and use of 
a museum of current industrial art; 

(ii) design of the new postage stamps; 

(iii) the planning of two schools for the London 
County Council; 

(iv) enquiries into the training of designers for the 
dress and ancillary trades and for the light 
metal trades; 

(v) an enquiry into the market for design in the 
United Kingdom; 

(vi) a collection of tiles of current and traditional 
designs ; 

(vii) an exhibition of package labels. 


Our Scottish Committee is in general working on 
parallel lines, and has in addition the following matters 
under consideration : — 


(a2) The Empire Exhibition at Glasgow in 1938; 

(b) decoration of halls and hotels; 

(c) a new Scottish National mark; 

(d) adult education in art; 

(e) enquiries into the hosiery, linoleum, silver- 
ware, glass and other trades. 


14. ConcLuUsION 


We feel that during this third year of our work, we 
ave as a Council come to grips with the major 
Problems of art and industry. During the first year 
our work was largely exploratory; during the second, 


‘ earlier by more than 0:2 per cent. 
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mainly concerned with the testing of provisional con- 
clusions, but by now, at the beginning of the fourth 
year, we hope that we have achieved an understanding, 
not merely of the difficulties, which are considerable, 
but also of the broad lines on which they should be 
tackled. The recommendations of the Reports men- 
tioned in the preceding paragraphs mostly require 
action to be taken by the industries concerned and 
(some of them) by educational and other authorities. 
During the next year, we shall keep under close review 
the movements that have been and are being initiated.

BRITISH POSTAL TRAFFIC 
AVERAGE DAILY RECEIPTS 


The average daily receipts of the Post Office in the 
United Kingdom from postal traffic per working day 
in each month from January 1936 to March 1937 are 
shown below. Telegraph and telephone receipts, 
savings bank and money and postal order business are 
excluded, but the value of postage stamps used for 
receipt stamps and other revenue duties is included. 
The figures form an approximately correct index of the 
movement from month to month of the amount of 
postal traffic handled expressed in terms of postage. 

Subsequent to the first quarter of 1935 the Post 
Office have received substantial sums from the Unem- 
ployment Assistance Board, mainly for postal services, 
those sums being paid quarterly. As figures are 
now available for the whole of 1936, it is possible to 
bring these sums into account in the quarter months, 
and amended figures are shown in the accompanying 
table for March, June, September and December 1936, 
Comparability of the figures is not materially impaired,

The increase in postal receipts compared with a 
year earlier was 5:4 per cent. last month, as compared 
with 83 per cent. in February and 63 per cent. in 
January. Making comparison with the average of 
1924-34 (except 1926) the increase in the first quarter 
of 1937 was 18:9 per cent., this being the greatest 
increase yet recorded, and comparing with increases 
of 15-9 per cent. for the preceding quarter and 11:5 per 
cent. for the corresponding guarter of 1936. 
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RETAIL TRADE IN MARCH 


COMPARISON OF 


In continuation of the statistics relating to retail 
trade prepared by the Bank of England* there is given 
on page 605 a table showing the relation of sales in 
March 1937 to sales in the corresponding period of 
1936. Index numbers} showing the relation of certain 
sales in March 1937 to average daily sales in 1983 are 
given in a further table. 

Figures are also given comparing the value, at cost, 
of stocks held and the number of persons employed 
at the end of March 1937 with those for the same date 
in 1936. A smaller number of concerns supply this 
information; the co-operative societies in particular at 
present report sales only. 


COMPARABILITY OF PUBLISHED WITH INDIVIDUAL 
STATISTICS 


In comparing sales figures for individual concerns 
with the published results it should be remembered 
that retailers use a variety of accounting periods, and 
also that the number of selling days in any calendar 
month varies from year to year. Returns have there- 
fore to be adjusted to some extent in order to render 
the sales for 1936 and 1937 comparable when combined 
into district or other totals. Almost all contributors 
now report the number of days on which selling took 
place in their shops during the period to which their 
figures relate. On each return, therefore, the 1936 
sales are corrected, where necessary, by the appro- 
priate amount to make them comparable with those of 
1937, so far as length of period is concerned. Adjust- 
ments of this kind may be imperfect where a return 
relates to the sales of 9 number of shops in different 
towns, but the error involved is not likely to affect the 
published figures. Corrections for such differences 
between March 1936 and March 1937 were numerous, 
since the Easter holiday fell in April 1936 and in 
March 1937. 

It must also be remembered that the figures refer, 
as far as possible, only to the trade of branches or 
departments which have been established for a year at 
least, and which were therefore actually in operation 
in the two months for which the return is made. The 
object of this is to minimise the danger of showing as 
a general expansion of sales in any district movements 
which are not representative of average operating 
results and which possibly reflect transfers of trade 
from established to newly-opened concerns. Once the 
new branch or department can’report its own sales, 
not only for the month in the current year but also for 
the same month a year earlier, the percentage move- 
ments recorded should not be seriously affected, but 
as the first comparisons will be with a period of 
expanding sales the published statistics will have a 
favourable bias. Further, the difficulty of ensuring 
adequate representation of the smaller individual 
trader in these statistics must always be borne in mind. 


SALES 


COMPARISON WITH 12 Montus EARLIER 


March.—Total daily sales in March were 15-2 per 
cent. greater than in March 1936. This is the largest 
percentage increase recorded in any month since these 
statistics were first compiled. The early date of 
Easter undoubtedly influenced shopping in March this

year, but there was a general improvement in so many 
categories of goods in all parts of Great Britain— 
including Scotland, where the spring holiday varies jn 
date in different localities and is not observed at Easter 
to the same extent as in England—that a consider. 
able part of the rise must be due to other than seasonal 
factors, among which preparations for the Coronation 
probably played some part. A year ago, when Easter 
Monday fell on 13 April, the increase over March 1935 
amounted to 7°9 per cent. The March 1937 advance 
was greatest in Suburban London (17'8 per cent.) and 
least in the Central and West End area (9°8 per cent.), 

Sales of food and perishables, which in March 
amounted to approximately 57 per cent. of the total 
value reported, expanded by 164 per cent. The 
increase exceeded 15 per cent. in five of the seven 
districts, reaching 18:3 per cent. in Suburban London, 
The sample in the Central and West End area, where 
the rise was least (12-0 per cent.), may not be fully 
representative. 

Sales of other merchandise increased by 13:5 per 
cent., a less marked improvement than that recorded 
for food and perishables, although (apart from con- 
fectionery) food is less influenced by the Easter 
stimulus to purchasing than, for instance, the apparel 
categories or sports and travel goods. In this, as in 
the food division, Suburban London showed the 
largest increase, 16°8 per cent., and the Central and 
West End area the smallest, 95 per cent. The only 
main category for which a decline was recorded was 
piece-goods, sales of which resumed the downward 
trend which had been checked in February; the decline 
was, however, very slight. Higher sales for the house- 
hold sub-section in the country as a whole and in five 
of the seven districts were offset by a general reduction 
in sales of dress materials. Boots and shoes, which 
was the leading category in February with an advance 
of 12°8 per cent., also showed the highest figure for 
March (23°5 per cent.). Miscellaneous and unallo- 
cated goods advanced considerably (21:0 per cent.), 
but no great signifigance can be attached to move- 
ments in sales of merchandise so heterogeneous in 
character. Sales of women’s wear, fancy goods and 
sports and travel goods, categories in which pre-Kaster 
purchasing was likely to be considerable, all expanded 
by more than 10 per cent. In considering the low 
figure for hardware, 2°1 per cent., it should be remem- 
bered that this category showed a relatively large 
advance in March 1936. 


February-March.—Total sales for the two months 
February-March 1937 were 11:4 per cent. in excess of 
those for the corresponding period of 1936. The two 
London areas showed the highest and lowest figures— 
13-0 per cent. for the Suburban and 8°3 per cent. for 
the Central and West End District. The rise for food 
and perishables (11:8 per cent.) was somewhat greater 
than for other merchandise (10-9 per cent.). The out- 
standing category was boots and shoes, sales of which 
increased by 18°7 per cent.

The downward seasonal movement visible in 
January and February gives place in March to an 
upward trend, which was accentuated this year by the 
early incidence of pre-Easter buying. The index for 
total sales rose by 14 points from the February level 
to 124 in March. Analysis of the weekly sales of 4 
number of retailers for the spring of each year 1932 to 
1936 shows a pronounced peak in daily sales for the 
week preceding Easter, and it is to the inclusion of 
such pre-Easter shopping in the March figures that 
the high level for this month in 1937 must be largely 
attributed. The movement from February was 
greatest in Central and West End London, 19 points: 
the March level was, however, lower (101) in that 
district than elsewhere, 
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The index for food and perishables reached 137 in 
March, a rise of 14 points on the month. The move- 
ment for the four districts shown varied from 12 points 
in Provincial England and Wales to 16 in Scotland. 


The index for other merchandise rose from 95 in 
February to 111 in March. The district with the 
highest March level, and also the greatest movement 
fom February, was Scotland, where the index rose 
fom 95 to 117. There was also a considerable expan- 
sion, 20 points, in Central and West End London, but 
this only brought the index to 101. 


STOCKS 


The value of total stocks at cost at the end of 
March 1937 was 3°7 per cent. higher than at the corre- 
sponding date in 1936. Larger stocks were reported 
for each of the seven districts, the increase ranging 
from 09 per cent. in the South of England to 5:3 per 
cent. in the North-West. The rise was greater (4:7 
per cent.) in food and perishables than in other mer- 
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chandise (3°6 per cent.). An increase of 10-7 per cent. 
was recorded for miscellaneous and unallocated goods 
and rises of more than 64 per cent. for hardware, 
furnishing departments, sports and travel goods, and 
women’s wear. Stocks of boots and shoes were 
reduced by a negligible proportion, and fancy depart- 
ments by 2°4 per cent. 


EMPLOYMENT 


The total number of persons reported as employed in 
the retail establishments for which this information is 
supplied was 3:1 per cent. greater at the end of March 
1937 than a year earlier. District increases varied 
from 0°9 per cent. in Suburban London to 4:5 per cent. 
in Scotland. The rise in selling staff was 4:0 per 
cent., and, as usual, that for juveniles was much 
greater (11:2 per cent.). Increases in both these divi- 
sions (which are not mutually exclusive) as well as 
for total staff were reported in each of the seven 
districts.

Imports of food, drink and tobacco last quarter was 
slightly less than a year earlier, but about 44 per cent. 
More than in the first quarter of 1935, as compared 
with which declines were recorded for three groups 
only: beverages and cocoa preparations, the miscel- 
lancous food group, and tobacco. An important factor

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in the decline as compared with the first quarter of 
1936 was a reduction of 33 per cent. in respect of 
tobacco; among the food and drink groups, retained 
imports of grain and flour increased by 4 per cent., of 
meat by 7 per cent. and of dairy produce by 2 per 
cent., but these increases were largely offset by 
declines for fresh fruit and vegetables (2 per cent.) 
and beverages and cocoa preparations (13 per cent.). 
For the class as a whole, there was the usual seasonal 
decline as compared with the previous quarter, 
amounting this year to 16 per cent. 


Average values of the retained imports of food, 
drink and tobacco in the aggregate were about 12 per 
cent. higher than a year earlier and 14 per cent. higher 
than in the corresponding quarter of 1935. The rise 
compared with a year ago applied to all groups 
except meat, for which no appreciable change 
occurred, and dairy produce, which declined by less 
than 3 per cent.; substantial increases were shown for 
some of the remaining groups, the most important 
being in respect of grain and flour (42 per cent.) and 
beverages and cocoa preparations (20 per cent.). For 
the class as a whole, average values were nearly 3 per 
eent. higher than in the last quarter of 1936. 


Raw Materials.—Retained imports of raw materials 
last quarter were 6 per cent. greater in volume than a 
year earlier and 17 per cent. greater than in the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1935. Comparing the first quarter 
of this year and last, substantial variations occurred in 
respect of individual groups, seven showing increases 
and five declines. The largest relative increases were 
for textile materials, other than cotton, wool and silk 
(33 per cent.), undressed hides and skins (26 per cent.) 
and raw cotton, etc. (22 per cent.), while there were 
substantial decreases for iron ore and scrap (25 per 
cent.), raw silk, etc. (17 per cent.) and raw wool, etc. 
(16 per cent.). Compared with the last quarter of 1936, 
retained imports of raw materials showed a seasonal 
decline in volume of about 6 per cent. 


Average values in this class as a whole were about 
12 per cent. above those of the corresponding period 
of 1936 and 18 per cent. higher than in the first 
Only four groups showed declines as 
compared with the first quarter of 1936, the largest 
being for undressed hides and skins (5 per cent.); 
among the increases, the most important were in 
respect of raw wool, etc. (31 per cent.), non-ferrous 
ores and scrap (16 per cent.) and wood and timber (15 
per cent). For the class as a whole, average values 
were about 6} per cent, higher than in the preceding 
quarter. 


Manufactured Articles.—The volume of retained im- 
ports of articles wholly or mainly manufactured was 
10 per cent. greater than a year earlier and 21 per 
cent. greater than in the first quarter of 1935. Of 
the nineteen groups for which details are available, 
increases compared with a year ago were shown for 
thirteen, the most substantial being for woollen and 
worsted yarns and manufactures (73 per cent.), 
machinery (47 per cent.), vehicles, etc. (40 per cent.) 
and rubber manufactures (38 per cent.). Increases of 
about 20 per cent. were recorded for five groups, viz. 
cutlery, hardware, etc., electrical goods and apparatus, 
miscellaneous textile manufactures, apparel and mis- 
cellaneous manufactured articles. The most sub- 
stantial decline was for iron and steel and manufac- 
tures (18 per cent.), the remainder being relatively 
much smaller. Compared with the preceding quarter, 
the volume of retained imports in this class declined 
by 5 per cent. 


Average values in this class as a whole were some 
6 per cent. higher than a year ago and 10 per cent. 
higher than in the corresponding quarter of 1935. 
Increases as compared with the first quarter of last 
year were recorded for seven of the nineteen groups, 
the largest being in respect of non-ferrous metals (48

per cent.), leather and manufactures (18 per cent.) 
and manufactured oils and fats, including refined 
petroleum (124 per cent.). Many of the declines 
shown by the other twelve groups were relatively un- 
important; the most substantial was that for vehicles 
—14 per cent. Compared with the last quarter of 
1936, average values in the class as a whole increased 
by nearly 5 per cent.

Food, Drink and Tobacco.—British exports of food, 
drink and tobacco last quarter were nearly / per cent. 
greater in volume than in the corresponding quarter 
of 1936 and 23 per cent. greater than in the same 
period of 1935. Exports of beverages and cocoa pre- 
parations were 22 per cent. greater than a year ago, 
and a five-fold increase occurred in respect of fresh 
fruit and vegetables, exports of which had been abnor- 
mally small in the earlier period. There was a normal 
seasonal decline (164 per cent.) in exports in this class, 
as compared with the fourth quarter of last year. 


Average values in the class as a whole were about 
3 per cent. higher than a year ago and 6 per cent. 
above those recorded in the first quarter of 1935. 
Compared with the corresponding period of 1936, the 
most notable feature was a rise of 22 per cent. in 
respect of grain and flour; for the large beverages and 
cocoa preparations group the increase was 64 per cent. 
There was a slight decline in average values for the 
class as a whole, as compared with the preceding 
quarter. 


Raw Materials.—The volume of exports of raw 
materials last quarter exceeded that of a year earlier 
by 124 per cent., but was about 1 per cent. less than 
in the first quarter of 1935. Exports of coal account 
for about half the total value in this class, and the 
volume of such exports last quarter, although some 
6 per cent. higher than a year ago, was still 9 per cent. 
less than in the first quarter of 1935. Other important 
groups to show appreciable increases compared with 
a year ago were raw wool, etc. (37 per cent.) and un- 
manufactured oils, etc. (16 per cent.). The volume of 
exports of raw materials was about the same as in the 
fourth quarter of last year. 


Average values for the class as a whole were 14 per 
cent. higher than in the corresponding quarter of 1935; 
compared with a year ago the rise was 10 per cent. 








Special Articles—Continued 


The latter increase was largely due to rises in respec 
of coal (6 per cent.) and raw wool, etc. (23 per cent,) 
though there were also some appreciable increase 
among less important groups, notably iron ore anj 
scrap, non-ferrous ores and scrap, unrefined oils, ete, 
and paper-making materials. Average values of ray 
materials in the aggregate were about 8 per cent. 
higher than in the fourth quarter of last year. 


Manufactured Articles.—The volume of exports lag 
quarter of articles wholly or mainly manufactured wa; 
nearly 10 per cent. greater than in the corresponding 
quarter of either 1935 or 1936; it was also slightly 
higher than in the last quarter of 1986, whereas there 
is usually a decline between the last quarter of one 
year and the first of the next. 


Of the twenty groups in this class, only three showed 
a decline compared with a year earlier; these wer 
the three smallest groups in this class, and only for 
one, manufactures of wood and timber (5 per cent,), 
did the decline exceed 2 per cent. Five groups showed 
exports’smaller than in the first quarter of 1935, the 
most important being cotton yarns and manufactures 
(a decline of 3 per cent.) and non-ferrous metals and 
manufactures (6 per cent.); these two groups, hov. 
ever, each showed an increase as compared with the 
first quarter of last year, though that for cotton yarns 
and manufactures was trifling. For woollen and 
worsted yarns and manufactures, for miscellaneous 
textile manufactures and for apparel there were 
increases compared with both the earlier periods. The 
volume of exports of iron and steel and manufactures 
was 26 per cent. greater than a year earlier, and for 
vehicles (including locomotives, ships and _ aircraft) 
there was an increase of 27 per cent.; the increase for 
machinery was only 2 per cent. An increase of 17 per 
cent, was recorded for chemicals, drugs, dyes and 
colours. 


Average values in this class were some 3 to 4 per 
cent. higher than in the first quarter of 1935 or 1936 
and 2 per cent. above those in the fourth quarter of 
last year. For all but four of the twenty groups, 
average values were higher than a year ago. Cotton 
and woollen and worsted yarns and manufactures each 
showed a rise of about 6 per cent., but for miscel- 
laneous textile manufactures there was a decline of 
about 14 per cent. Among the heavy trades, average 
values of iron and steel rose by 24 per cent., of 
machinery by 5 per cent. and of non-ferrous metals 
by nearly 10 per cent.; for vehicles, including loco- 
motives, ships and aircraft, a decline of about 34 per 
per cent. was recorded. Average values of coke and 
manufactured fuel rose by 17 per cent. and of leather 
and manufactures by 114 per cent.

SHARE PUSHING 
WARNING TO THE PUBLIC 


Members of the public are sustaining substantial 
losses owing to the activities of fraudulent share 
yendors. The Government intend to take all possible 
steps to curb these activities. 

A strong and representative Committee, recently 
appointed, under the chairmanship of Sir Archibald 
Bodkin, lately Director of Public Prosecutions, is 
engaged in @ comprehensive review of the methods 
employed in perpetrating these frauds. The Com- 
mittee will put forward as soon as possible their recom- 
mendations in regard to additional safeguards for the 
investor. Meantime, the Committee has suggested 
that a general warning to the public should be issued. 

The usual method adopted by ‘‘ share pushers ’’ is 
to send out circulars offering opportunities for invest- 
ment which appear attractive and profitable. They 
may offer advice as to the investment of money in 
stocks, shares or debentures of particular companies, 
or ‘‘ pools ’’ or ‘* options ’’ in shares or commodities. 
Holders of safe investments are invited to sell their 
securities and invest the proceeds in other securities 
which are alleged to bring in a much greater yield. 
The circulars are often associated with periodical 
“ Financial Reviews ’’ or ‘‘ Market Reports ’’ which 
pretend to assess the prospects of various investments, 
some of which may be sound but others worthless. 

Persons receiving communications of this kind from 
strangers are strongly advised to take no notice what- 
ever of them; and in particular they should noi sign 
any documents or part with any money or securities at 
the suggestion of agents who may call upon them. 

Attention is directed to the recent remarks of Mr. 
Justice Finlay in passing sentence upon certain share 
pushers :— 


Mr. Justice Finlay said he wished his words 
could be heard in every house in the country. 
These cruel and heartless frauds had been rendered 
possible by the fact that the public had been will- 
ing to believe the things said to them. If only, 
when they received circulars of this sort, they 
would consign them to the only proper place—the 
waste-paper basket—and if they would only take 
advice with regard to their investments from their 
bankers or members of the Stock Exchange, this 
sort of fraud would cease to exist, because it would 
cease to be profitable.

DI-GLYCERYL TETRA ACETATE

PETROLEUM PROSPECTING LICENCES 


The Secretary for Mines announces that a further 


‘ nineteen Prospecting Licences under the Petroleum

IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
SCREWS FOR WOOD OF IRON OR STEEL 


The Treasury have issued, on the recommendation 
of the Import Duties Advisory Committee, the Addi- 
tional Import Duties (No. 5) Order, 1937 (S.R. & O., 
1937, No. 824), providing for the duty on screws for 
wood (other than coach screws, screw hooks, screw 
rings and screw knobs) of iron or steel, whether coated 
or plated or not, to be at the rate of 20 per cent. ad 
valorem, instead of at the existing specific rates. 

The Committee report that negotiations have re- 
cently been concluded between the British manufac- 
turers and the manufacturers in the principal countries 
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at present exporting screws for wood to this country 
providing for the regulation of imports into the 
United Kingdom and for the regulation of trade in 
certain other markets. The arrangements are contin- 
gent upon the United Kingdom duties on iron or steel 
screws for wood being reduced to 20 per cent. The 
Committee consider that it is in the national interest 
that effect should be given to the Agreements, and 
that, as contemplated by those Agreements, the duty 
on iron and steel screws for wood should be adjusted 
to 20 per cent. ad valorem. 

This rate of duty represents, over the whole range 
of such wood screws, a substantial reduction from the 
previous specific rates of duty, and the Committee 
propose to keep the position under review with a view 
to taking such action as may appear necessary in the 
event of the lower rate of duty leading to a growth of 
imports from new sources or any breakdown of the 
present Agreements. 

The Order took effect from 27 April 1937.

DIATOMACEOUS EARTH; IRON AND STEEL 
HINGES; STEEL WOOL AND SHAVINGS, 
ETC.; DECORATIVE IRON WORK, ETC.; 

CELLULOID; SODIUM CHLORATE 

The Import Duties Advisory Committee give notice 
that they have under consideration a proposal for the 
removal from the Free List of diatomaceous earth as 
quarried. 

The Committee also give notice of an application 
for an increase in the import duty on iron and steel 
hinges. 

Any representations which interested parties may 
desire to make in regard to these applications should 
be addressed in writing to the Secretary, Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, Shell-Mex House, 
Strand, London, W.C.2, not later than 20 May 1937. 

The Committee announce that they have decided

ad valorem duty of 10 per cent. 

The applications for increases in the import duties 
on celluloid in sheets, rods or tubes and on sodium 
chlorate have been withdrawn.

Engagements of British seamen in the March quarter of 
1937 numbered 93,825 and represented 97-3 per cent. of 
all engagements, being higher, both in number and pro- 
portion, than in the corresponding periods of 1936 and 1935; 

Engage- 
ments of foreign seamen were somewhat greater than a year 
ago, as a result of a rise of 11 per cent, in the number of

white seamen engaged; decreases were recorded for foreign 
Chinese seamen and foreign ‘‘ other’’ seamen. 

Of the increase of 5,513 in all engagements compared 
with the first quarter of 1936, nearly 5,000 was in respect 
of white seamen (of which British accounted for 4,872) ; 
their proportion of the total, however, was rather less than 
in the previous year owing to greater proportionate increases 
for Arab seamen and “ other ’’ seamen.

BRITISH RAILWAY STATISTICS FOR 
JANUARY 


Railway statistics for the calendar month of January and 
the four weeks ended 23 January 1937, which have been 
published by the Minister of Transport, show that the total 
number of passenger journeys (excluding season-ticket 
holders) taken on all standard gauge railways in Great 
Britain in the month of January 1937 was 99,911,913, a de- 
crease compared with January 1936 of 2,826,328, or 2°8 per 
cent. The journeys taken by passengers at reduced fares 


. decreased by 1,293,458 and those at standard or ordinary 


fares by 1,532,870. The receipts from passengers (excluding 
season-ticket holders) showed an increase of £17,432, or 
0-5 per cent. If the railway undertakings of the London 
Passenger Transport Board be omitted, the figures show a 
decrease in journeys of 1,434,010, or 2-2 per cent., and an 
increase in receipts of £31,115, or 1:1 per cent. For all 
companies the receipts from passenger train traffic (includ- 
ing season tickets and parcels and miscellaneous traffic, but 
excluding mails and parcels post) were £2,726 less than in 
January 1936. For the four weeks ended 23 January 1937 
the coaching train miles showed an increase of 322,568 as 
compared with the four weeks ended 25 January 1936. 


Goops TRAFFIC 


The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) in the four weeks ended 23 January 1937 was 
22,247,541, a decrease compared with the four weeks ended 
25 January 1936 of 573,366 tons, or 2-5 per cent. The freight 
train receipts amounted to £6,898,878, a decrease of £89,508, 
or 1:3 per cent. The freight train miles run were 273,735 
more than in the corresponding period of 1936, an increase 
of 2:6 per cent. The average train load decreased from 130 
to 1272 tons, but the net ton-miles per engine hour increased 
from 4354 to 4404.

Pressing of rice 
and sugarcane is going on. The castorseed, sugarcane and 
gingelly crops are in fair condition. 

Punjab, 19 April.—Rainfall has been light. The condition 
of crops is unchanged. Standing crops have been damaged 
by hailstorms in Hoshiarpur, Ludhiana and Mianwali. 

Central Provinces, 17 April.—The sky has been clear, 
though scattered showers have fallen in places. The harvest- 
ing of rabi continues. 

Bengal, 21 April.—Light scattered rain has benefited the 
growth of plants and facilitated autumn cultivation. The 
prospects of crops are fair. The harvesting of rabi is almost 
finished. 


Assam, 26 April.—The weather has been dry and season- 
able. The outturn and prospects of crops are fair.

BRITISH WEST INDIES AND 
BRITISH GUIANA 


TRADE AND CROPS; OIL, BAUXITE AND 
ARROWROOT EXPORTS 


The improvement in general trade conditions continues. 
Cable advices from Barbados received on 1 April indi- 
cated dry weather and that some rain was wanted. Latest 
estimates of the 1937 sugar crop indicate a total yield of 
120,000 to 125,000 tons. 

Revised estimates of the Jamaican 1937 sugar crop are 
now put at 102,255 tons, against 91,463 tons manufactured 
last year. 

Reaping of the Trinidad 1937 sugar crop is in full swing, 
and weather conditions continue to be very favourable. The 
cocoa crop, which is almost finished, has been very dis- 
appointing. The market for coconuts and copra is firm. 
The present grapefruit crop is expected to be a record one, 
and the banana industry is making steady progress. Activity 
in the oil industry is still very marked; exports during 
January amounted to 38,260,591 gallons, as compared with 
27,172,665 gallons in the corresponding month of last year. 

In British Guiana the weather has been very dry, and 
some good rains would be welcome. It is understood that 
most of the sugar estates will be short of their estimates 
for the spring crop. The local rice market has continued to 
be fairly active. Exports of bauxite continue to increase; 
shipments during the two months ended February amounted 
to 30,198 tons, as compared with 20,017 tons and 10,578 tons 
during the corresponding periods of 1936 and 1935 respec- 
tively. 

As regards the Leeward and Windward Islands, grinding 
of the 1937 sugar crop in Antigua and St. Kitts is proceed- 
ing satisfactorily, and it is thought that the majority of 
estates will exceed their estimates. Owing to damage by 
rain the cotton crop in Antigua is not expected to realise 
much more than about 250 bales, against the original 


‘estimate of 900 to 1,000 bales. Exports of arrowroot from 


St. Vincent for the first two months of this year amounted 
to 2,864 barrels, as compared with 7,142 barrels during the 
corresponding period last year.—Barclays Bank (Dominion, 
Colonial and Overseas).

CYPRUS 
CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Most districts had no rain during last month. A dry 
March is always disastrous to the cereal crops, but the 
weather was mainly cool and cloudy with a good precipita- 
tion of dew which minimised the damage. The barley crop 
is considered good and fairly secure and there are hopes of 
a moderate wheat crop if the ground gets a good soaking 
during early April. The planting of cotton is delayed, but 
onions and potatoes are in the ground and the latter crop 
is already being irrigated. 

There was great activity over tree-planting during the 
month and a large number of citrus, almond and other trees 
were issued from Government and private nurseries. 

The general production of oats will be below the average. 
On good soils the condition of flax is good. The appear- 
ance of the cumin fields is mainly poor. Germination was 
low and growth was delayed by the drought; blossoming of 
citrus trees is very satisfactory and a good set of fruit is 
expected. Carob production will be average. Tobacco 
planting has commenced in the Famagusta district. Olives 
are flowering satisfactorily. Broad beans are doing well in 
most parts of the Island but rain is needed. Vetches have 
not germinated well. Planting of tomato and other vege- 
table seeds is in progress. Opening of vine buds has started 
on the plains and lower elevations; pruning is finished and 
tilling has commenced; exports were satisfactory.—Govern- 
ment of Cyprus Information Office in London, 


SOUTH AFRICA 
TRADE CONDITIONS 


The general managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information about trade con- 
ditions in the Union of South Africa :— 


Wholesale and retail quotations for some lines in the 
Union are showing a rising tendency. General business at 
Johannesburg is brisk, and turnovers at other large centres 
remain steady, but appreciably better than those recorded 
in the corresponding period of the previous year. Activity 
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in the building and allied trades has not abated and no 
early falling off is expected, although operations at 
Johannesburg are impeded by the shortage of supply of 
materials, particularly corrugated iron and timber. The 
livestock and crop reports are generally favourable and the 
position and outlook of the farming community satisfactory. 
Agricultural implements are selling steadily. Quotations 
for fencing materials are rising, but business is brisk and 
prospects considered to be good. 


Gotp Output: Rartway EARNINGS 


The Transvaal output of gold in March (26 working days) 
was 982,304 fine ozs. with a value including the premium on 
the basis of £7 2s. a fine oz. of £6,974,359, compared with 
933,776 fine ozs. with a value on the basis of £7 Os. 6d. a 
fine oz, of £6,559,776 for March 1936 (also 26 working days). 
The average daily output decreased 675 fine ozs. to 37,781. 
The number of natives employed fell by 188 to 309,634. 


Railway earnings for the year ended 31 March amounted 
to about £32,100,000, or over £2,000,000 above the official 
estimate, as compared with about £30,030,000 the previous 
year. Estimated railway earnings for the current year are 
based on a weekly average of £610,000, as compared with 
£575,000 last year and £506,000 the year before. 


Maize, Woot anp Hines, etc. 


The second preliminary estimate of the Union maize crop, 
based on conditions towards the end of March, is 24,560,000 
bags, a reduction of 2,584,000 bags compared with the pre- 
vious estimate, due to the absence of rain in the principal 
producing districts. The market is steady at lower levels. 


Union wool markets are firm and active, and clearances 
of all descriptions satisfactory owing to good competition 
from France and Bradford and a revival of interest of 
German buyers. 


Mohair is meeting with strong demand by Yorkshire 
operators and arrivals are promptly cleared at exceptionally 
high prices. 


Hides are firmer at higher levels. Merino skins are about 
5 per cent. dearer and offerings selling readily. Quotations 
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for goatskins are harder and Angoras are in strong demand; 
Cape skins are firm and unchanged. 


The position for ostrich feathers is unchanged. 


Wattlebark remains in good demand, but supplies are 
still scarce, particularly of prime and average qualities, 
The extract position is unchanged, 


Exports of deciduous fruits up to the end of March 
totalled 53,959 tons, compared with 69,073 tons for the 
corresponding period the previous season. 


Wholesale soft goods prices are rising and the volume 
of orders slackening slightly, although business generally is 
better than last year. The retail trade is steady. Activity 
in secondary industries is well maintained and prospects are 
good.

BUSINESS CONDITIONS 
The fortnightly cable received by the London office of the 


. Guaranty Trust Company of New York reports that the 


annual meetings of large corporations indicate that earnings 
for the first quarter of 1937 were the best since the begin- 
ning of the depression. The Guaranty Trust Company’s 
preliminary index of business activity in March is 99-0, as 
against 94-5 the month before and 76-8 a year ago. 

The aggregate gross revenues of 94 Class 1 railroads in 
March was 22 per cent. above a year ago. Automobile retail 
financing in February was 3-2 per cent. below January 1937 
but 13:5 per cent. above February 1936 and 48-9 per cent.

RICE CROP ESTIMATES 


(From H.M. Consul-General) 


BANGKOK 

As a result of this year’s bad weather, which caused heavy 
damage on rice cultivation, an investigation as to its effect 
on rice crop has been officially made, states a report re- 
cently issued by the Department of Agriculture and 
Fisheries, Bangkok. Returns of 70 various provinces show 
the following facts :— 

The total cultivated area is reported to be about 20,276,000 
rai, as compared with 21,111,000 rai of last year’s crop, 
showing a decrease of about 835,000 rai. 


The damage of the current crop is comparatively great, 
with about 6,336,000 rai reported unharvestible while last 
year reported only 2,542,000 rai. The percentage of this 
area damaged to the area planted is 31:25, as against 12-04 
of that of the previous year. 


Provinces bearing heavy losses of more than 50 per cent. 
are Ganchanaburi, Cholburi, Jainad, Buriramya, Lopburi, 
Loey, Sraburi, Singhaburi and Surindr. 


HARVESTED AREA 


About 13,974,000 rai is given as harvested area with 
approximate yield of 54,064,000 piculs of paddy as against 
18,830,000 rai and 78,783,000 piculs of those of the previous 
year. The crop yield of this year is very much lower than 
the last ten-year average, which is 76,485,000 piculs. 


The average yield per rai is calculated at 2-76 piculs com- 
paring with 3-73 piculs of last year’s, while the last ten- 
year average yield per rai is 3-93 piculs, 


Commercial Treaties

FRANCE—SWITZERLAND 
COMMERCIAL CONVENTION 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ of 14 April contains a 
Decree of 13 April which provides for the provisional appli- 
cation as from 15 April of a Commercia] Convention between 
France and Switzerland, signed on 31 March 1937, which 
abrogates the existing Commercial Convention of 29 March 
1934 between the two countries. The new Convention is 
subject to denunciation at any time, and will cease to have 
effect at the end of the quarter following that in which 
it is denounced. 


The following is a summary of the more important pro- 
visions of the Convention :— 


In general, goods from Switzerland are to pay the lowest 
Customs duties applicable in France, French Colonies, Pro- 
tectorates and Mandated Territories to similar products 
imported from any other foreign country. Goods from 
France, French Colonies, Protectorates and Mandated Ter- 
ritories, in general, receive most-favoured-nation treatment 
in regard to Customs duties in Switzerland, 


The two countries agree to grant reciprocal most-favoured- 
nation treatment as regards accessory duties, Customs for- 
malities, etc., and, in general, for all matters covered by 
the Convention except where the contrary is stipulated ex- 
pressly. Exceptions to most-favoured-nation treatment in- 
clude favours granted by France, French Colonies, Protec- 
torates and Mandated Territories, to each other; frontier 
traffic; favours resulting from a Customs union already 
concluded by one of the Contracting Parties; rights or 
privileges granted under plurilateral conventions of general 
application concluded under the auspices of the League of 
Nations and open to the adhesion of all countries, but in 
which the other party does not participate (under certain 
conditions); and measures for the prevention of double 
taxation, etc. 

The Convention also contains provisions affecting certifi- 
cates of origin, the assessment of ad valorem duties, tem- 
porary duty-free admission, the import of articles of precious 
metals, rail and river transport and transit, commercial 
travellers, companies, and the use of the terms ‘‘ Cognac ”’ 
and ‘‘ Armagnac’”’ in Switzerland. 


The Convention applies to Lichtenstein so long as that 
country remains in Customs union with Switzerland.

COMMERCIAL TRAVELLERS’ SAMPLES: 
CUSTOMS FACILITIES 


A.—TemporaRy IMPORTATION OF SAMPLES BY TRAVELLERS 
FROM ABROAD 


1. Commercial travellers from certain countries abroad 
are allowed admission of their samples for a limited period 
on the duty being deposited or secured by bond. The con- 
cession is subject to the following regulations.

3. Status of the Traveller.—In order to be eligible for the 
concession the traveller must represent a firm established 
in one of the foregoing countries, or must himself be a 
merchant so established who is travelling with samples of his 
own wares. In either case he must be making only a tem- 
porary visit to this country; samples sent to a firm or agent 
permanently established in the United Kingdom are not 
admissible as commercial travellers’ samples. 


The traveller need not actually accompany his samples on 
importation. They may arrive before or after him and may 
be cleared by an agent (but see paragraph 7 below). 


4. Conditions as to use.—The articles imported must be 
intended for use only as genuine samples for the purpose 
of obtaining orders for similar goods from abroad. They 
must not themselves be intended for sale, or for copying. 


Articles imported as samples may, however, be demon- 
strated and displayed to customers, provided that the object 
of such demonstration or display is solely to secure orders 
for similar goods from abroad and not to sell the article 
itself or enable it to be copied. 


5. Quantities admissible.-—To be eligible for the conces- 
sion the articles imported must not be of such quantity or 
value that, taken as a whole, they do not constitute samples 
in the usual sense. As a general rule only one sample of 
each description, range, type or colour of article is re- 
garded as necessary for this purpose. 


6.—Period allowed.—The period within which the samples 
must be re-exported is normally limited to 12 months. 


7. Declaration on importation.—Full particulars regard- 
ing the traveller and the articles imported must be given on 
Customs Form C. No. 144. This form contains a declaration 
as to the purpose for which the samples are imported, which 
must be signed by the traveller himself on importation or 
within 7 days thereof. The form must be furnished in 
duplicate. One copy will be returned to the traveller for 
presentation with the samples on their re-exportation. 





8. List of samples.—The traveller or his agent must pro- 
duce with the samples a list thereof, preferably in dupli- 
cate, describing each article sufficiently fully for identifica- 
tion purposes, and showing the value of each article 
separately. The list should be attested by the proper 
authority in the country of exportation (in the United 
States by the British Consular authorities). The values to 
be shown on the lists are the full c.i.f. prices at which similar 
articles will be sold to independent purchasers in the United 
Kingdom, and travellers may be required to produce current 
price lists or other documentary evidence in support of the 
values stated. 

For convenience of examination the contents of each trunk 
or other container should, if possible, be shown separately 
on the lists; and the traveller should pack the articles in 
the same way on his return. 


9. Marks and seals.—Unless the samples bear satisfactory 
identifying marks or seals applied by the Customs 
authorities of the country of origin, additional marks or 
seals may be applied to them for identification purposes. If 
the articles are such that they cannot be duly identified on 
re-exportation, temporary importation facilities may be 
withheld. 
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10. Security for duty.—An amount sufficient to cover the 
duty on the samples must be deposited on importation. 
Alternatively the duty may be secured by bond, but it should 
be noted that bonds for this purpose are accepted only from 
persons resident in, or limited companies registered in, the 
United Kingdom. 


11. Plate.—In the case of plate (including gold and silver 
watches) liable to assay, additional security by deposit or 
bond will be required on the following scale : —

12. Notice of arrival and departure.—In order to avoid 
delay travellers are advised to notify the Customs in ad- 
yance of the time and place of their arrival, and again of 
their departure. 


13. Ports for re-exportation.—Samples may be produced 
for exportation at any of the following ports :—

14. Production of goods on re-export and declaration by 
the traveller.—The goods should be presented at the export 
station in sufficient time to enable the Officer to examine 
them. The duplicate copy of Form C. No. 144, with the 
export declaration duly signed by the traveller must be pro- 
duced, together with the officially stamped list of the samples 
imported. 


15. Examination on re-export.—The samples will be 
examined on exportation and the traveller may be required 
to account for any which are not produced. If necessary, 
adjustment of the deposit paid on importation (or discharge 
of the bond as the case may be) may be deferred pending 
further enquiry as to whether all the conditions on the con- 
cession have been complied with. 


16. Deposit in warehouse.—The traveller may, if he so 
desires, deposit the samples in a bonded warehouse approved 
for the deposit of the descriptions of goods in question. This 
will be regarded as equivalent to re-exportation. 


17. Travellers visiting the Irish Free State or the Channel 
Islands.—If the traveller while in this country desires to 
visit the Irish Free State with the intention of returning, 
he is not compelled to produce the samples for examination 
at the export station, but unless he does so, a subsequent 
claim for remission of duty on missing samples on the ground 
that they have been left in the Irish Free State cannot be 
admitted. On return from the Irish Free State to Great 
‘Britain or Northern Ireland, the samples must be produced 
for Customs examination. 

A similar procedure applies in regard to visits to the 
Channel Islands. 


B.—BritisH CoMMERCIAL TRAVELLERS GoING ABROAD 


1. List of samples.—Commercial Travellers proceeding 
abroad may have their samples examined and the list thereof 
certified by this Department. On prior notice being given 
the samples, accompanied by a list in duplicate containing a 
full description thereof, including quantity and value, may 
be produced at any port for examination. A written de- 
claration that the articles are bona fide commercial 
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travellers’ samples and that all the particulars stated on the 
lists are correct must be made by the traveller or by a 
responsible member of the firm concerned. 

For convenience, the contents of each trunk or other con- 
tainer should, if possible, be shown separately; and the 
traveller should pack the articles in the same way on his 
return. 


2. Examination and sealing of samples.—The lists, after 
verification by comparison with the samples, will be signed 
and officially stamped. The samples will be sealed or 
stamped in order to ensure their identification on return 
unless this course is deemed to be unnecessary, e.g. in the 
case of a large number of small articles which are already 
individually ticketed and numbered, the numbers, etc., 
being shown in detail in the lists. 


3. Re-importation.—The samples may be re-imported at 
any port. The list referred to above must be produced, to- 
gether with a written declaration by the traveller that the 
samples returned are in all respects identical with those ex- 
ported. If on examination the Officer is satisfied as to the 
identity of the samples they will be delivered forthwith 
without payment of duty after removal of the official seals, 
if any, which were attached to them. 


4, Examination at private premises.—On prior applica- 
tion being made on Customs Form 200A, the examination of 
samples may be allowed at private premises before exporta- 
tion. In such cases, the external containers will be placed 
under official seal, and they must be produced to the Customs 
on shipment. 


If desired, similar facilities may be allowed on return, the 
containers being placed under official seal, and due security 
taken by bond or deposit to cover removal from the place of 
importation to the private premises for examination. 


In all such cases, the expense of official attendance at the 
private premises must be borne by the applicants.

IMPORT QUOTA FOR JAPANESE COTTON 
GOODS 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ of 18 June 1936 (page 910) under the above 
heading, H.M. Representative at ‘Lima has forwarded a 
translation of a Resolution which provides for the renewal, 
for a period of six months, of the Gentleman’s Agreement 
which took effect for one year as from 24 March 1936, 
between Peru and Japan. The Agreement introduced a 
voluntary restriction on imports into Peru of cotton goods 
of Japanese origin, with the exception of those covered by 
Tariff headings specifically excluded. 


The translation of the Resolution together with the pre- 
amble is given below :— 

In view of the communication M. No. 18 sent by the 
Ministry for Foreign Affairs stating that Japanese im- 
porters and exclusive agents have voluntarily agreed to limit 
the importation into Peru of cotton articles of Japanese 
origin to the quantity of three hundred and six thousand, 
three hundred and fifty-seven (306,357) kilograms gross, 
for one half-year, as from 24 March, the articles in the 
undermentioned items of the Customs Tariff being ex- 
cepted, all of which shall be freely imported as well as those 
destined for the Department of Loreto: 


According to the bases of the Supreme Decree of 18 March 
1936, 
It is decreed— 

1, That the agreement under reference be approved ; and 
that in consequence thereof the Customs shall permit the 
importation of cotton goods of Japanese origin only up to 
the quantity of three hundred and six thousand, three hun- 
dred and fifty-seven (306,357) kilograms gross during the 
period of one half-year, as from the 24th instant. 

2. The cotton goods included in the following items of the 
Customs Tariff at present in force shall be excepted from 
this limitation : 

Nos. 1 and 2, No. 8, Nos. 10-15, No. 36, Nos. 88 and 

39, Nos. 42-47, No. 56, Nos. 61 and 62, No. 64, No. 66,

No. 108, Nos. 114 and 115 and No. 122. 


3. All cotton goods of Japanese origin destined for con- 
sumption in the Department of Loreto are excepted from 
the limitation to which Article 1 of this Resolution refers.

NETHERLANDS EAST INDIES 
TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


_ H.M. Consul-General at Batavia reports that the follow- 
ing amendments to the Netherlands East Indies Customs 
Tariff are in force as from 28 March 1937 :— 


Sub-paragraph 1 (a) of Article 2 of the Customs Tariff 
Law, which provides for conditional exception from the 
duty-free provisions which are accorded to certain goods, 
is replaced by the following new sub-paragraph : 


“‘ Those (products) which—wholly or partly composed 
of or made from goods originating from outside that 
territory (the N.E.I.), subjected to import duty, for 
which an entire or part exemption or refund of the 
import duty has been made—have been re-imported 
again after being imported.” 


After Article 3 of the same Law, which provides for the 
exemption from import duty of industrial products coming 
from N.E.I. territories where import or export duties are 
not levied, the following two new sub-paragraphs are in- 


‘serted : 


3(a) ‘‘ According to regulations and on conditions to 
be proclaimed by a government ordinance, a whole or 
part exemption or refund of an import duty may be 
granted for materials, objects and goods used or to be 
used for the manufacture or composition of goods, 
which are exported from parts of the Netherlands East 
Indies where import and export duties are levied.” 


3 (b) ‘‘ Regulations may be issued by a government 
ordinance according to which the import duty on goods 
which contain parts previously exported from parts of 
the Netherlands East Indies, where import and export 
duties are levied, shall be payable over the value of 
those goods without the inclusion of the value which 
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those parts had at the time of export, unless in the case 
of a separate import those parts would have been sub- 
jected to the payment of an import duty.”’

MOTOR EXHIBITION, GENEVA 


A Report on the 14th International Motor and Cycle 
Exhibition, held at Geneva from 12 to 21 March, has been 
furnished by the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at 
Berne. 

The venue was unchanged, nor was there any marked 
alteration in the general arrangements. The space covered 
by exhibits was the same as in recent years. 

The number of stands was a little over 200 and the Motor 
Car Section, which exhibited 400 vehicles, formed the main 
part of the Exhibition. The other groups comprised com-

openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign con- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms;

Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc.

(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 
(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 


(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise inform 
tion required.
